DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment including cancellation of claims 4-6 in the amendment filed on 
September 15, 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 1-3 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1-3 under 35 

U.S.C. 1 02(a) or 1 03(a) over An et al. publication, Journal of the American Chemical 
society, 2004, 126:10232-10233, filed on September 15, 2008 have been fully 
considered and they are persuasive. An et al. publication is not qualified as prior art, 
Therefore the rejection of claims 1 -3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) or 1 03(a) has been 
withdrawn herein. 

3. Claims 1 -3 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
and therefore are allowable. The closest reference is Shiraishi et al. US 5,057,538. 
The difference between the reference and instant claims is that the instant compounds 
of formula (I) have not been found. A suggestion for modification of above reference to 
obtain the instant compounds has not been found. Claims 1-3 are allowed.
